cGILLIVARY HAS 


OPENED CAMPAIGN 


A. A. MeGillivary opened his 
campaign meeting in Red Deor 
last Thursday evening before a 
very large audiende, and his lu- 
cid arguments created so favor- 
able an impression that he had 
every man and woman in the 
house solidly with him before 
he had finished. His speech 
was a procession of enthusias- 
tic interruptions of approval 
and the result of the meeting 
may well be taken as acriterion 
that points undoubtedly to a 
very large majority for the 
Conservative candidate in the 
Red Deer riding. : 

The Red Deer metting was bill 
ed for eight o’clock and was cp 
ened sharp on time. Dr. Colli- 
son occupied the chair, and 
first called upon G. H. McDon- 
nell, of Medicine Hat. In his 
opening words Dr. Collison _re- 
futed the charge made by Dr. 
Clark that the Conservatives of 
Red Deer stood for reciprocity 
in,1908. He said that Mr. Root 
had once before he was made 
Conservative candidate made 
some remarks along that line, 
but he challenged anyone to 
show one instance where r. 
Root had so expressed himself 
after he became the Conserva- 
tive candidate. He produced a 
copy, of the local Liberal organ 

» which in speaking of Root’s one 
mentian of reciprocity said, that 

‘anyone but a comparative new- 
comer like Mr. Root would re- 
cognize the futility of such  cf- 
forts.

“To my mind _ reciprocity 
means national retrogression, it 
will bring on a reduction of 
prices, it will weaken the bunds 
of the Dominion and the ) Km- 
pire. Dr. Clark’s only, argu; 
ment that appeared to be meant 
in seriousness was that recipro- 
city would would widen tne 
markets for Canadian goods, 
What is the matter with our 


rices? Don’t they compare 
avorably with the United 
States? The statistics show 


that 80 per cent of the products 
of Canada are consumed in tlie 
home market, and five per ¢ nt. 
in the States. What sacrifices 
do we make in throwing open 
our markets to the products of 
the United States? Even now 
the Americans sell .twice as 
much to the Canadians as the 
Canadians ‘sell to them, 

“Western Canada has now the 
best markets in the world, the 
trade with the Empire, and in- 
terprovincial trade. British 
Columbia is the market for Al- 
berta, the United States is even 
now shipping largely there. 
What will they do with recipro- 
city? 

“The United States fears the 
Canadian products in 
the markets of the world. They 
fear that Canada, with a 
preferential trade with Britain, 
with her own transportation 
lines and waterways will be able 
to lace her goods on the 
wots markets to better ad- 
vantage than the United States 
can. Consequently they would 
forestall closer trade alliance 
between England and Canada. 
Why should we hand the ad 
vantages we now have to our 
American friends? The surplus 
wealth of every country goes 
to the largest centres of unre- 
stricted trade. We are building 
up large centres by developing 
interurovincial communica- 
tion and trade, and what better 
market can we have than that 
which is at our doors? We are 
making yreat centres of Van 
couver, Halifax, Victoria, To 
ronto, Montreal. But with re 
ciprocity our surplus wealth 
would go to the Unites States 
and help to build up the Ameri 
can people. We are not yet big 
enough to compete with them 
with no protective measures in 
our interests

In 1898 Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
thanked heaven it was no long- 
er necessary to consider recipro- 
city with the United States ow- 
ing to trade relations with Eng- 
land, ten years later he again 
said that with British market 
open there was no need for re- 
ciprocity. Now he wants it. 
Laurier has said that the at 
aim of his life was to build the 
transcontinental road. His 
government has expended 250 
millions on it, the construction 
-of a road to haul trade east 

and west. Now he, after spend- 
ing this great sum of the peo- 
ple’s money asks the people to 
allow their trade to go south, 
thus doing an almost incalcu- 
lable injury to the Government 
built transcontinental road. 

Mr. McGillivary showed the 
attitude of the government to- 

ward free agricultura] imple- 
ments when he quoted the words 
of Fielding in which the latter 
said that it was not fair to 
bring in the implements, duty 
free, and the farmers should not 
object to carrying this, their 
share of the burden of the coun- 
try. The speaker also told how 
Hon. R. LL. Borden had asked 
for a reduction to ten per cent. 
of the duty on apricultural im- 
plements, the western Conserva- 
tives to. a man backed up this 
demand, the western Léberals 
voted aywinst it. And under 
the reciprocity pact the duty on 
these implements is redu on- 
ly from 174 to 15 per cent.

HORSE WHIPPING 


When a driver whips «4 horse 
usually does so through an- 
ger or excitement, and does it 
unwisely. It is possible to pun- 
ish a horse prudently and effect- 
ively, but that is not cruelty. 
It may be said, however, that 
99 per cent of the blows which 
horses receive are unearhed and 
harmful. It is a common ob- 
servation. that many drivers 


whip a horse immediately after 
he shied from some passing 
Object,” like an automobile, 
w he does not understand, 


and which fills him with terror. 
It may be necessary to ply the 
whip to the frightened animal 
in order to keep him from turn- 
ig gael upsetting the vehicle or 
colliding with other objects 
and thus bring disaster, but 
once the terrorizing object has 
been passed, the whipping of 
the horse for having been fright 
ened is unalloyed cruelty which 
only serves to infuse greater ter- 
ror in the animal toward the 
object and cause him to be more 
frightened at the next méeting. 
“very horseman of experience 
knows well how futile and in- 
lass it is to punish a horse 
or stumbling or making other 
errors in step, like interfering. 
In the majority of | cases 
horses slab because they are 
the victims of some pain, dis- 
traction or impediment. - In 
many cases there is some trou- 
in the feet or limbs not 
amounting to obvious lameness 
and in eavoring to lessen the 
discomfort the foot is placed 
improperly,  resultin in a 
stumble, to be followed all too 
often by lashing from the driv- 
er. In other cases the horse 
stumbles because 
shod, or the 
ness fits him badly, or the 
checkrain is drawn too tightly 
so that the head and neck can 


not be properly used. If breech 
ing is used, the horse may be 
confined between collar — and 


breeching in a manner to impede 
his freedom of motion. In all 
cases it is evidently. cruel to 
whip a horse for stumbling. The 
cruelty of whipping a. horde 
which is overloaded is quite uni- 
versally recognized except by 
the angry driver.

he great mass of electors 
should take deeply into consid- 
eration of the question at issue. 
It is agreed that perhaps, never 
before in the history of Canada 
has there been such a clear cut 
single issue. Thursday last the 
Montreal Star, the chief pro- 
tectionist organ“in Quebec, de- 
clared that a general election 
would be a mere referendum on 
reciprocity. Mr. Borden, the 
protectionist leader, in his man- 
ifesto to the electors, says: 

“ ‘The Liberal Conservative 
party welcomes an appeal to 
the ga upon the great issue 
which has been under discussion 
in parliament. The President 
of the United States has more 
than once emphasized the fact 
that Canada is today at tne 
parting of the ways. Those 
two ways lead in very different 
directions. The choice of the 
people will be fraught with mo- 
mentus consequences to the fut- 
ure destiny of this country. It 
is right and just that they 
should speak because with them 
rests the ultimate decision.’ 

“Therein is the acknowledge- 


ment that the ‘great issue’ is 
reciprocity. Mr. Borden has 
forced the issue to the people.

is calculated to raise the ‘“loyal- 
ty ery.’ The ple of Canada 
are not afraid oF their loyalty, 
no matter what doubts Mr. 
Borden may entertain as to the 
blood and sentiment of this Do- 
minion. If Mr. Borden refers to 
attachment, and support to the 
Mother country, we advise him 
to reflect upon the scores of pe- 
titions and: demands presented 
to him: on his Western tour and 
resented to the assembled 
Touse at Ottawa by the United 
Farmers of Canada, asking for 
closer trade relations with the 
Mother Country, to the point of 
the tearing down of the barriers 
between Canada and Britain.
